Let every Soul be 
ſubje8t tothe higher Powers, and v. 5. Wherefore ye muſt needs 
be ſubjeft, not only for wrath, but alſo for Conſcience ſake ; and 
St. Chryſoſtom's gloſs upon the Text anſwers all your pretences 
againſt this Truth, Eramſs Apoſtolus: fis, &c, Although you 
be an Apolvle, or an Evangeliſt, or a Prophet, yet you muſt be 
ſabje& ; And ſuch was St, Paul's own praQice; He ſubmits him- 
ſelf to the jadgement of Felrx, Atts 24; and to Feſtas , and 
from him (Atts 25.) makes his appeal to Ceſar; Appellatio 
autem non mſi ad legitimum fit judicem. And this incontroulable 
Power did the Primitive Chriſtians acknowledge jn their Empe- 
rours, and ſubmit toit ; though Heathens, Hereticks, and Per- 
ſecutors. Athanaſius being unjultly baniſhed from Alexandria 
where he was Biſhop, by Coxſtantizs, and afterwards falſly ac- 
caſed of Diſobedience to his Decree, makes this mild defence to 
him though an Ar7:7ar and a Perſecutor | Ep:ft. ad Conſtantium) 
Niequaquam reſtiti mandatis tue Pietatis, &c, Ino way reliſted 
the Commands of your Piety ; rieither ſhall I ever endeavour to 
enter into Alexar#ria, till your Pietie give me leave. 
And thus St. Azguſtin. in Pſal. 128. Apoftata erat Julianus, 
11qQuis, Idolelatra ; milites tamen Chriſtian ſervieruut Imper a- 
tort, &c. Julian was an Apoltate, a wicked Man, an Idolater : 
yet the Chriſtians obeyed him : when it concernd the cauſe of 
Chriſt, then indeed they acknowledged Him only, that was in 
Heaven ; but when the Emperour commanded other things, they 
obeyed him. I may alſo ask by what Law the Pope can chal- 
lenge this Power to himſelf, to diſpoſe of the Temporal Aﬀairs 
or Eſtates of Princes ; Not by any humane Law : for the Prince 
is above the coaRive or caercive Power of humane Laws, being 
ſolo Deo minor 2 If by Divine. Law, let him ſhew any Text of 
Scripture, or Tradition of the Apoſtle ; ſurely they are both 
egainkt it; T he weapons of our Warfare, ſaith the Apoſtle [2 Cor.

him from, or deprive him of his Temporels, either direAly or 
indire&ly; much leſs the Church or Pope,whoſe Power is meerly 
Spiritual ; and therefore the behaviours of your Popes have been 
Rebellious and Scandalous againſt Reaſon and Religion, againſt 
the DoArine of the Scriptures, and the PraRice of the Antient 
Cariſtians, eſpecially ſince Gregory the 7th. who ſeems to have 
been the firlt aſſertor and pratticant in this intolerable preſum- 
ption, not only Excommunicating (though that be more than 
St. Azugsſtine will allow him, whea he tells us, zec Kex, nec 
Multicado Excommunicands ſunt \ #t refert Glaſs. in Mat, 23.| 
but alſo dethroning and depoſing the Emperour Hevry the 4h.

che Holy War, and boldly expoſed himſelf to all dangers both 

by Sea and Land ; Ifind not ſo much Religion in the Pope, who 

when he ought to have promoted his Intereſts, and have. de- 

fended him when he was abroad Fighting Gods Battels, did 

Jet, in his abſence, wickedly endeavour to ſupplant and deſtroy

to Ceſar Borgia) of the {nd:es to Ferdinando King of Spaix, and 
his Heirs for ever; wherein you may reade, at large,the pride of 
the Popes in the Power they pretend to.

In ſhort, his words are theſe, » — One Cay as 1 was ſay- 
ing Maſs,after the Conſecration of the Bread, being with my 
Eyes ſhut at the Mental Prayer, ( which the Church of Rowe 
calls her Memento for the Dead) there came from behind the 
Altara Mouſe, which coming about, came to the very Bread 
or Water-Gad of the Papiſts, and taking it in his Mouth, ran

away with it, not being perceived by any of the People who- 
were at Maſs ; for that the Altar was high, and the People below 
it: but as ſoon as I opened my Eyes to go on with my Maſs, and 
perceived my God itoln away, I looked about the Altar, and 
ſaw the Mouſe running away with it; which on a ſudden did fo 
Qapify me, that T knew not well what to do or ſay ; I thought 
if I ſhould takeno notice of the miſchance, and any body elle 
ſhovid, 1 might be queſtioned by the Inquiſition ; but if I ſhould 
call to the People to look for the Sacrament, I might be but 
chidden and rebuked for my carelefoeſs, which I thought might 
be more eaſily born, than the rigour of the Inquiſition 3 where= 
upon I turn'd iny (elf to the People, and call'd them to the Altar, 
and told them plainly, that whilit I was in my femerto Pray- 
ers and Meditations, a Mouſe had carryed away the Sacra- 
ment, and that I knew not what to do, unleſs they would help 
me to find it ont again: the People called a Prieſt that was at 
"band, who preſeatly brought in more of his Coatz and as if 
their God by this time had been eaten up,rhey preſently prepare 
to find out the Thief, as if they would eat up the Mouſe, that 
had fo aflaulted and abuſed their God ; They lighted Eandles and 
Torches to find out the MalefaRor, in his ſecret and hidden 
places of the Wall; and after much ſearching and inquiry for * 
the Sacrilezious beaſt, they found, at laſt, in a hole of the Wall, 
the Sacrament halt eaten up, which with great joy they took 
out; and as if the Ark had been brought again from the Phi/;- 
ſt:nes to the {ſraelites, fo they rejoyced for their new-found God, 
whom with many Lishts of Candles and Torches, with joyful 
and ſolemn Miick, they carryed about the Church in Proceſ= 
ſion ; my (elf upon my knees ſhaked and quivered, for what 
might befall me, expeting my Doom and Judgement ; and as 
the Sacrament paGs'd by me, 1 obſerved the marks and (igns of 
the Teech of the Mouſe, as they are to be ſeen in a piece of 
Cheeſe gnawn and eaten by it. This truck me into fuch a ter- 
rour, that I called to my beſt Memory all Philotophy concern- 
113 Subſtance and Accident; and reſolved within iy ſelf, that 
what I ſaw gnawi, was not an Accident, but ſome Real Sub- 
itance, eaten and devoured by that Vermin ,which certainly was 
{ed and nouriſhed by what ir had eaten.Philoſophy well teache hz. . 
Subſtantia cibs ( non accidentis) convertitir in ſubſtantians _ ;.

alimented; Now here 1 know that this Mouſe had fed upoÞ 


fome Subſtance, or elſe. how could the' marks of the Teeth-.ſo 
plainly appear ? Bur no Papiſt ill be willing to anſwer, that 
it fed upon the Subſtance of Curiſts Body 3 ergo, by good con- 


ſequence it follows , that it fed upon the Subſtance of Bread ;: 
{ and ſo Tranſubſtantiation here in my judgement was confuted - 


by a Mouſe, | which mean and baſe Greature God choſe to con- 
. vince meof my former error, and made me now reſolve npon 
what many years before I had doubted, that certainly the Point 
of Tranſubſtantiation, taught by the Church of Rowe, is moſt 
Damnable and Erroneous ; For beſides what before I have ob- 
ſerved, it contradias. that Philoſophical Axiom, teaching that 


duo contradittoria non poſſnnt ſimul, & ſemel, de eodems verificars, 


two contradictories cannot at once and at the ſelf-ſame time, be 
ſaid and verified of the ſame thing ; but here it was ſo ; for here 


(in Rowes Judgement and Opinion ) Chriſts Body was gnawn 


and eaten; - and at the ſame time the fame Body in another 


place, and upon another Altar, in the hands of another Prieſt, 


was not eaten and gnawn ; therefore here are two contradidto= 
Ties verified of the ſame Body of Chriſt, viz. it was eaten and 
gnawn, and it was not eaten and gnawn : [Theſe Impreſſions at 
that time were ſo great in me, thatI reſolved within my ſelf, 
that Bread really and truly was eaten upon the Altar, and by no 
means Chriſts Glorious ' Body which is in Heaven [ the Heavens 
mult contain him ( asit is in the New Teſtament ) till his laſt 
coming, ] and cannot te on Earth, ſubzeQ' to the hunser and 
violence of a Creature. | : 


The ſame Author, upon the finding in a Cave a Heathen 


Image, worſhipped by the Idolatrous /ndians for a God, relates 


this Story. 


In Mexico were many of the chief of that place outwardly 
very.fair-tongued, liberal, and very free-handed to the Church, 
much devoted to the -Saints, great Feaſters on their days, and 


yet in ſecret great Idolaters ; but it pleaſed God to make me his 


Inſtrument to diſcover and bring to light the ſecrecy of their hid - 


den works of Darkneſs; which it ſeems the privacy of a thick 


Wood, and Mountain, had for many yeers hid from the Eyes 


of

of the World ; ſome of theſe being in the company of better 
Chriſtians, drinking hard of their Drink called { Ch:ca] boaltins 
of rneir God, laying, that he had Preached unto them better 
thar I could Preach ; Nay, that he had plainly told them, that 
they ſhould not believe any 'thins that I Preached of Chriſt, but 
follow the Old way of their Fore-fathers, who Worſhipped their 
God aright , but now by the Example of the Sparrards tney 
were deluded, and brought to Worſhip a falſe God : The other 
Chriſtians hearing this , began to wonder, and inquire of them 
where that God was, and with much ado, promiling to follow 
their wayes, and their Gods, 'Sot out of them the Place, and. 
Mountain,where they might find him ; though this in their Cups 
were agreed upon, yet in ſoberneſs thinking better upon waat 
they had promiſed, they ſlighted what before in” drinking they 
heard; But this was not kept ſo cloſe,but that it came to the Ears | 
of a Spariard in the Vatley, who finding himſelf touched 1n Con- 
{cience, came to Mexico to Me, and told Me what he heard, 
that ſome 7-d:azs of that Town followed an Idol , and boatted 
that he had Preached uo them againſt my DoArine, aut for 
the ways of the former Heathens. I thanked God that lie was 
pleaſed toundermine the ſecret works of Satan, and defired the 
Spaniard to tell me by whom he came to know of this ; He told 
me the /zd:a»s Name from whom he had it , and that the ſaid 
Tadian was afraid to diſcover the [ydians, and to tell me of it : 
I ſent for the [nd:a», who confeſſed unto me before the Spartardy 
that he had heard ſuch a thing, but kneiv that if he did diſcover 
the /»d1ans, They, with the power of the Devil, would do him 
much harm ; I told him, it he were a true Chriſtian, be ought 
to 15ht againſt the Devil, and not to fear him that could do him 
BO harm, if God were with him, and he cloſed by Faith with 
Chriſt 3 and that the Diſcovery of that Idol might be a means for 
the Converting of the Idolaters, , when they ſhall ſee tne ſmall 
_ power of their g0d againſt the true God of the Chriltians; I told 
bim plainly, that if he did not tell me who the /z4:ans were, and 
where the Idol was, that I would have him to Gaatalera, and 
there make him diſcover what he knew : Flere the /ad:az tegan 
to tremble, and toid me the Faextes had boaſted of ſuch an Idol, 
whom they called their God, and gave ſome ſigns of a Fountain, 
and a Pine-tree at the mouth bf a Cave in (nch a Mountain ; 1

asked him if he knew the place, or what kind of Idol it was ; he 
told me that he often had been in that Mountain , where he had 
ſeen two or three Springs of Water, but never was in any Gave. 
I asked him if he would go with me, and help me to find it out; 
He refuſed ill, fearing the Idolaters,and wiſhed me not to go,ior 
fearif they ſhould be there, they might kill me, rather than oe. 
diſcovered : I anſwered him, that 1 would carry with me fuch a 
Guard, as ſhould be able to defend againſt them; and my Faith 
fn the true living God would ſecure me from the falſe god ; 1 

reſolved therefore , with the Spantard, to go to ſearch out the 
Cave the next day, and to Carry with me three or four $ Daniarasy 
and my Blackmore 14: guel Dalva; and that /udian, 1 told him 
I could not ſuffer him to £0 home to his Houſe that day, for fear 
he ſhould diſcover in the Town my delign and purpoſe, and ſo we 
might be prevented by the Idolaters, who certaiuly that night 
would take away their Idol, The [zd:az till refuſed, till chreat- 
ned to {end for the Officers of Juſtice, and to ſecure his perſon ; 
with this he yielfed; and that he might have no diſcourſe with 
any body in the Town, nor with the Jervants of my Houſe, I 
delired the Spamiard to take him home to his Houſe, and to keep 
him there cloſe that day and night, promiſing to be with him 
next Morning « that day I rid to P:zo/a for the Blackmore, r- 
eel Dalva, and brought him to Mex:co with me, not telling 
him what my intent was ; I went alſo to four neighbouring Spa- 
1ards, deliring them to bein readineſs the next morning, to 
60 A little way with me for the Service of God, and to meet 
me at ſuch a Neighbours Houſe ; and that if they would bring 
their Fowling-Pieces, we might chance to find ſome ſport where 
we went; and as for proviſion of Wine and Meat, I would pro- 
vide ſufficiently : They promiſed ro go with me, thinking that 
although I told them it was for the Service of God, my Purpoſe 
only was to hunt after ſome wild Deer in the Mountains ; 1 was 
_ glad they conſtrued my Action that way, and ſo went home, 
_ and provided that Night a good Gammon of Bacon, ſome Fowls 
rolted, cold, and otbers boyied, well Pepper*d and Salted,for the 
next dayes work ; Where I had appointed my 1:4» to be kept, 
I met with the reſt of my Company,8 from thence we went toge- 
ther to the place of the Idolaters Worſhiping, which was forge {ix 
Miles from Aexico, towards the Town of St, John Sacate Sa- 
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cateprq42s ; When we came into the Wood,we preſently met witi: 
a deep Barranca,or Bottom, where was a Running ftream, whiclz 
encourated us to make a diligent Search , but nothing could be 
found; from thence-we aſcended up out of the Barravca, and 
found ( after much time ſpent) a Spring of Water, and look d 
carefully about it, but could find no Cave: Thus in vain we 
ſearched till the Evening; and tearing leſt we might ſofe oc 
way, and our ſelves, if the Night overtook us, my Friends 
began to ſpeak of returning homewards; but I conſidering tnat 
as yet we had not gone over one half part of the Wood ; and 
to 60 home, and come again, might make us to be noted, and 
ſpoken of ; We thought it our beſt courſe to take up our todg- 
jos that Night in the Wood, and inthat Bottom which we frt* 
ſearched, where was S$ood Water for to drink, Checalatte, and 
warm lying under the Trees, and ſo in the Morning to make 


our ſecond ſearch. The Company was very willing to yield unto 
it, and the calm Night favoured our $00d Intentions. We made 


d 
a Fire for our Chocalatte, and ſupped exceeding well of our 
cold Meat, and ſpent moſt part of the Night in merry diſcourſe, 
having a watchful Eye over our 1»diaz, leſt he ſhould give us. 
the ilip, and committing him to the charge of 24gne! Dalva; 
1n the Morning we Prayed unto God, beſeeching him to guide us 
Chat day in the work we went about, and to diſcover unto us 
the Cave of Darkneſs and Iniquity, where lay hid the Inftru- 
ment of Satan, that ſo by this diſcovery glory might be given 
unto our true God, and ſhame and puniſhment brought upon his 
Enemies, We entred again into the thick Wood up a fteepy Hill, 
and havins ſearched all the South (ide of it , we went on to the 
North {ide,where we found another deep deſcent,which we began 
to walk down, looking on every (ide, and not in vain ; for almolt 
halt a Mile from the top, we found ſome mirks of a Way that 
nad been uſed and trodden, which we followed till we came to 
another Spring of Water ; we ſearched narrowly about it, and 
found ſome pieces of Earthen Diſhes and Pots, and one piece of 
a Chating-diſh, ſack as the /-diars uſe to burn Frankincenſe in, 
in the Church before their Saints ; we verily imagined that 
theſe were pieces of ſome Inſtruments wherewith the Idolaters 
Perigngd their duty unto their Idol, and we were the more 


comtorted, for that we knew the Earthen Ware had been-made 
a 0? 
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in Mexrco:the Pine-tree, which immediately we diſcovered, con- 
firm'd onr hopes ;- when we came unto it, we made very little- 
more ſearch, for near at hand was the Cave,which was dark 
within, but light at the Mouth ; where we found more 
Earthen Ware with Aſhes in them, which aflured ns of ſome 
Frankincenſe that had been burat ; We knew not how far the 
Cave might reach within z nor what might be init 5 and there- 
fore with a Flinc we ſtruck Fire, and lighted a couple of Careles, 
and went ing at the entring it was broad, and went a. little for- 
ward, but when we were in, we found it turn 0: the jeft hand 
towards the Mountain, and not far ; for within two Rods we 
found the Idol ſtanding vpon a low Stool, covered with a Linen. 
Cloth ; the Subſtance of it was Wood, black, ſhining UKE Jots 
as if it had bee parched or ſmoaked ; the Form was of a Mans 
Head unto the ſhoulders, without either Beard or Muſtachio's: 
_- his look was grim, with a wrinkled Fore-head, and broad ſtart- 
ling Eyes: We feared not his frowning look , bat preſently 
ſeized upon him ; and as we lifted him up,” we found under him 
ſome ſingle Rials, which his Favourites had offered unto him , 
which made us ſearch the Cave more diligently ; and it was not 
amiſs, for upon the ground we found more lingle Rials, ſome 
Plantanes, and other Fruits, Wax Candles halt burn'd, Pots of 
Maize, one little one of Honey, little Diſhes wherein Frankin- 
cenſe had been burn'd ; whereby 1 perceived the Tdolaters and 
Chriſtians both agree in their Offerings; and had I not been in- 
formed that they called this their Idol-g06, I conid have blamed 
them no more than the relt of the Towns, who Worſhip, kneel 
before, and offer \uch Offerings to their Saints. made of Wood ., 
and ſome no handſomer than was this Idol , which 1 ezpeQed 
might have been ſome Beaſts ſhape ; but being the ſhape and 
form of a Man,they might have named him by the name of ſome 
Saint, and ſo ſome way Might'have excuſed themſelves, which 
they could not' do, nor would they doit; inthatthey perfiſted 
in this Errour, that he was cheir god', and bad ſpoken, and 
Preached unto them ; and being afterwards asked >y me, whe- 
ther it were the Picture of any Saint, ſuch as were in 2exico, 
and other Churches? they anſwered, no; but that he was above 
all the Saints in the Countrey. We were very joyful to ſec that 
#we had not ſpent our time In vain 3 we cut down boughs of 


Trees, 
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Tr225, and filled the Cave with them, and Ropt the Moath of | 
it un, and came away, Making the /ad:az that went with us 
ca*ry the Idol on his back, wrapped up.in Clothes that it might 
not be ieen or perceived as we went; 1 thought it it_to delay 
the time till Nizht, and then to enter into dexrco, that the 112- 
dians miaht ſee nothing ; ſo I Raid at one of the Spamards 
Houſes till it were late, and deſired him to warn, from me, all the 
| Spaniards thereabouts to he at Hexico Church the next Sab- 
bath ( fearins left che Idolaters might be many , and riſe ap 
asSainſt me) that I had ſomewhat to {ay to them and their Black- 
mores, concerning their Sodalities; for I would not have them 
know of the Idol, till they heard of it, and ſaw jt in the Church, 
leſt it ſhould come to the 1.d:azs hearing , and fo the Idolaters 
mignt abſent themſelves : At night I took my 1nd:an, and Hr- 
guel Dalva with me, and went home; and ſhuttins up the Idol in 
a Cheſt till the next Sabbath, I diſmiſs'd the [-dian,chargins him 
to ſay nothing, for he knew if he did; what harm might come to 
him from the Idolaters ; and I knew few words would now ſut- 
ce, for that he feared himſelf, if it ſhould be known that he had 
been with me'; 1 kept Lgn:l Datluva with me, who was de- 
lirous- to ſee the -end of the buſineſs, and prepared my felt a- 
gSainſt the next Sabbath, to Preach apon wv. 3 of the 20, Chop. 
of Exodus, Thou ſhalt hve none other gods before Me; though 
!t were a Text nothins belonging to the Goſpel of the day, 
rom waence conmontly, . in the Church of Rowe, the Texts, and 
SubjeQs, and Sermons are deduasd 3 but 1 judged that Tex: 
molt ſeaſonable tor the preſent accaſion. On the Sabbath-day 
in the Mornings, when the Pulpit was made ready, by him that 
had care of the Church and Altars,” I cauſed 4:gnel Datuz 
to carry under his Cloak the Idol, and to leave it in the Palpit, 
on the Sround, tint it might not be ſeen, till ſach time as I 
ſhould think fit vw my Sermon to produce it; and to watch 
about the Church till the Congregation came in , that none 
m:ghtiee it, or takeit away, Never was there a oreater reſort 
from abroad to that Charch, than that day, of Spamards and 
Black: Moors, who, by tne warnin# Tent unto them , expected 
lome great matter from me : and of the Town very few were 
avient:; The Feetes, and all the reſt that were {uſp2Red to 
be that Idols Fayourites (littie thinking that ther God 'was

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brought from his Cave, ana now lay hid in the Pulpit to ſhame ® 
them ) came alſo to the Church, 1commanded A2:gue/ Dalvs 
to be himſelf near the Pulpit, and to warn thoſe Sparards that 
knew the buſmeſs , and fome more Black-oors his friendss 
to be alſo near the Pulpit-{tairs. a | = 
Thus, Maſs being ended, 1 went up toPreach ; when I re-. 
hearſed the words of my Text, 1 perceived both Spaniards 
and z:dians began to look one upon another, as not being uſed 
to Sermons out of the Old Teftament : I went on, laying open 
this Command of God, for having no other $ods before him 5 
ſo that the Doarine might {ſeem to convince all that were there | 
preſent, as well Saint-Worſhippers, as indeed that Idols Wor- 
{hippers , if the cauſe of my Preaching upon that Subject had 
not diverted their eyes from themſelves, to behold their ow 
Suiltine(s of Idolatry, and to look only upon thoſe who Wore 
ſhipped a piece of wood for a god, and not as they did for a 
Saint ( which yet in my judgment are muci alike.) After I 
had ſpoken what I thought fit > concerning that horrible Sin z 
and ſhewed that no Creature could have. the power of God 
( who was the Greator of all things ) veither could do good or 
harm without the true living Gods Cominifſhon , eſpecially in- 
animate Greatures, as Stocks and Stones , v:hn by the hand 
and workmanſhip of man, might have eyes, -and yet were dead - 
Idols, and not ſee ; might have ears, and not hear , might have ._ 
mouths, and not ſpeak ; might have hands, and not work, nor 
help and defend with them ſuch as worſhipped them , and bows. 
ed down unto them. Thus having half fiſhed my Sermon » 
I bowed my ſelf down in the Pulpit, and lifted up the black , 
orim, and ſtaring Devil, and placed that Dagon On one {ide ot 
the Pulpit ,- with my eyes fixed upon ſome of the Fauextes, and 
others, who.l perceived changed their colours, bluſh'd,and were 
fore troubled, looking one upon another : 1 delired the Congre- 
gation to behold what a god was worſhipped by ſome of them > 
and all to take notice of him , if any knew what part of the 
Earth was the Dominion of eNiS 0d 4 Or from whence he came : 
I told then\ that ſome had boaſted that this piece of wood had 
ſpoken, and Preached againſt what 1 had taught of Chriſt, 
and that therefore he was worſhipped by them for a god - and. 
pea Dy LOL a gods 
they had offered Money, Honey, and of the Fruits of the Earth 


unte 
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onto him | and burnt Frankincenſe before him, in a ſecret and 
hidden Cave nnder the Earth , ſhewing thereby that they were 
aſhamed to own bim publickly ; and that he lurking in the dark- 
neſs of the Earth, ſhewed certainly that he belonged to the 
Prince of Darkneſs ; I challens'd him there in publick to ſpeak 
for himſelf, or eife oy his filence to ſhame and confound all 
his Worſhippers ; I ſhewed them how being but wood he had 
been made and faſhioned by the hands of Man, and therefore 
was buta dead Idol. I ſpent a great deal of time arguing with 
him , and defying Sathan, who had uſed him as his Inſtrument , 
daring the Devil himſelf to take him from that place which I 
had confined him to, if he could ; to ſhew what little power 
he or Sathan had againſt my Faith in Chriſt ; afrer much argu- 
ing and reaſoning, according to the ſhallow Gapacity of the 
{udians there preſent, I told them that if their $0d had power 
to deliver him from that Execution which I had intended againſt 
him ( which was, there publickly to have him cut in pieces and 
burnt ) they ſhou!d not believe the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt ; 
but if they ſaw no power in him againſt me, the weakeſt In- 
trument of the true living Cod, then I beſeeched them to 
be converted unto that trae God, who Created all things , and 
to embrace Salvation by his Son, the only Mediator and Savi- 
our Jeſus Chriſt, and to renounce and abjure from that time all 
 Heatheniſh Idolatry of their Fore-Fathers, aſſuring them tor 
what was paſt I would intercede for them, and ſecure them from 
what puniſhment might be infliged upoo them by the Preſident 
and Biſhop 3 and if they would come to me I would ſpend my 
belt endeavours, for the helping and furthering of them in the 
_ vay of Chriſtianity. 
And thus concluding, without naming any perſon , L went 
down out of the Pulpit, and cauſed the Idol to be brought after 
me, and ſending for an Axe, and for two or three great pais: 
of Coals, I commanded him to be hewen in very {mall pieces, 
and to be calt into the fire,and barnt before all the People in rhe 
midſt of the Church : The Spantards cryed out joyfully, /ictor, 
Fittor , and others repeated, Gloria 4 noſtro Dios, Glory to 
our God : The Idolaters held their peace, and ſpake not then 
a word, but«afterwards they acted moſt ſpitefully againit me - 
anc conſpired day and night to get me at ſome advantage and

to kill me, I writ to the Preſident of Gaatalema, informing 
of what 1 had done, and tothe Biſhop ( as an Inquilitor, 
to whom ſuch caſes belons) to be informed from hit what 
courſe 1 ſhould take with the [zd:a»s, who were but in part yet 
diſcovered unto me , and thoſe only- by the relation of one 
Tudian; from both I received great thanks, for my pains in 
ſearching the Mountain, and finding out the Idol, and: for my 
zeal in burning of it, And as touching the 1:d:an ldolaters , 
their counſel ro me was, that I ſhould further inquire after the 
' reſt, and diſcover as many as I could, and endeavour to convert 
them to the knowledge of the true God , by fair and fweet 
means , ſhewing pity unto them tor their great blindneſs, ani 
promiling them upon their repentance pardon from the Inquili- 
tion, which, conſidering them to be but new Plants, uſeth not 
ſuch rigour with them as it uſeth with the Spamards, it they 
ſhall fall into ſuch horrible Sins : This Advice I followed, and 
ſent privately tor the Fzzntes to my Chamber, and told them 
how merciful the Inquilition was unto -them , expeRing their 

| converſion and amendment : they ſeemed ſomewhat {tibborn 
and angry for that I had burned that god, whom not only they, 

- but many others in the Town, and alfo in the Town of St. Johs 
Sacatepeques, did Worſhip ; 1 uted reaſons to perſwade them, 

_ no honour was due to it, as unto a Ged. But one of them boldly 
replyed, That they knew it was a piece of wood, aud of it ſelf 
could not ſpeak,; but ſeeing it bad ſpoken ( as they were all wit- 
neſſes) this wasa miracle whereby they ought to be puiced,, and 
they did verily believe that God was in that piece of wand ; which 
Ince the ſpeech made by it was more than ordivary wer! , having 
God himſelf in it, aud therefore deſerved; more Off 2p ay As 
doration thay thoſe Satats in the Church, who d;d n+ » ſroak unto 
the People, 1 told them, that the Devil rather 12d formcd that 
ſpeech ( if. any they had heard) for to deceive their Souls, and 

. leade them to Hell ; which they might ealily verceive, from the 
Do&rine which I was informed he had preached acairnt Chriſt , 
the only begotten Son of God ,. whom the Father loveth, and 
mn whom he ts well pleaſed, .and againſt whom he certainly 
would not ſpeak in that Idol.
